The kitchen paint soon acquires a 


shabby look from frequent cleaning. 
The use of soap only increases the 
difficulty, especially if the paint is 
varnished. The best plan is 'to boil 
one pound of bran in a gallon of 
water for an hour, then wash the 
paint with the bran water, and it 
will not only be kept clean but bright 
and glossy.

forthcoming message to congress 
will be: 


Don't do anything to disturb the 


country. It is the duty of congress to 
create and preserve 
the country's 


confidence, stability 
and sense of 


security. 


This note will run thruout the re- 


commendation which 
will cover a 


considerable range of subjests. The 
message is now virtually completed 
and Mr. Coolidge expects to have 
printed copies of it several days be- 
fore'he presents it to congress. 


Some headings of the message and 


the views to be expresed include: 


Taxation: 
The condition 
of the 


government's finance and the out- 
look for the imediate future make 
possible consideration of tax revis- 
ion with reduction in certain rates 
This reduction must be made with 
a view to the government's needs, 
without injustice or disturbance of 
business. The message will 
state 


how far Mi. Colidge believes con- 
gress can go, but will not attempt 
unduly to limit its ireedom of action. 


Appropriations: 
These 
will 
be 


treated in a letter transmitting the 
budget, but a reference to them in 
the message is algo forecast. Mr. 
Coolidge will warn against making 
the country's prosperity the excuse 
for "pork barrel" appropriations of 
any sort and will point out that such 
appropriations will nat only del eat 
"any chance of tax reduction but will 
disturb business. 


Veterans of the War ' 


The message probably will not re- 


fer to the soldier bonus directly but 
will cover care of disabled veterans. 
.Agriculture: Steps the administra- 
tion'has taken to help agriculture 
will.be cited, notably the mission of 
Frank Mondell and Eugene Mejer to 
the west in the interest of coopera- 
tive marketing. Congress will be in- 
vited carefully to consider legislative 
suggestions made to it. Efforts of 
the agriculture department to work 
a plan for a "wheat board" to help 
wheat producers dispose of their sur- 
plus will be cited. 


Railroads: This problem will be 


treated as one of paramount import- 
ance and congress will be advised 
in effect, not to try to solve it finally 
without the most careful considera- 
tion of every- factor.

The Baby's Convulsions 


Need Not Frighten You

HERE comes a time in the experience of a 
young doctor when he must face sudden emer- 
gency and take the leadership when at heart 


he feels incompetent to deal with the problem.

much more thorough than it was thirty or forty 
years ago. 
The training young doctors have now

of us had to learn in the hard school of experience much that is now 
taught in every college, 
every 
I can recall every detail of the- 
circumstances associated with the 
first case I ever saw of convulsions 
in a child. 
I was calling at the 


home of some friends when a scream 
from the young mother rushed us all 
into her bedroom. The baby was in 
a fit! 
It is hard to think of anything 
more alarming than the sight of a 
child in convulsions. Perhaps the 
most trying thing- about it is the 
suddenness of the onset. The child 
is apparently well. "Without warn- 
ing he stiffens out, his head drawn 
back and up roll his eyes. The mus- 
cular spasms may be so great that 
the breathing is seriously interfered 
with and may even stop for a few 
"seemingly endless moments. 
The 


face gets black and you fear the end 
has come. 
Fortunately, the 
convulsion is 
short in actual time of duration. It 
passes away quickly, the breathing 
is resumed and the body relaxes. 
I declare I find myself short of 
breath as I write, because I recall 
so vividly how inwardly excited I 
yras at the "unfamiliar spectacle. 
Perhaps the terrible fright of the 
horrified mother impressed me then 
as it does to-day. 


Of course wider experience has 
taught me that we need not be too 
much upset by the spectacular and 
uncomfortable symptoms. 
Serious 


effect rarely follows. 
Nature has 
peculiar ways of 


Tvarning us of trouble. Grown people 
know from their symptoms of in- 
digestion that they have violated the 
rules of eating. A chill and fever 
may mark the onset of the disturb- 
ance. 
But it is different in a baby's case. 
Tou must be given a. more violent 
sign of his unhappiness or you may 
not discover that he has been wrong- 
ly fed. So where an adult has a little 
fever, a baby has a. lot of fever. 
Under conditions which might pro- 
duce a chill in a grown person, a 
baby has convulsions. 
The reason for this difference is 
that the child has the more delicate 
and responsive nervous system. 
Things which are trifling to the 
adult jnay produce violent disturb- 
ance in the infant. 


We don't believe any more that 
teething is the cause of convulsions, 
although it must be admitted that 
the sore and inflamed gums do ex- 
haust the nervous energy. Wrong 
feeding, overfeeding, giving bad milk 
—anything to upset digestion—may 
produce the convulsion. 


Well, I was frightened, as I told 


you. 
But I ordered a hot bath and 


applied cold water to the head. That 
is what you should do. 
"Fill a tub, or foottub, or a wash 
boiler, with hot water. Now I beg 
of you not to scald the baby. The 
•water should feel warm to your 
hand. Remember that the skin of 
a little baby is very delicate and sen- 
sitive.. Place _the_child in the tub 
with the wafer up to his neck. Be 
exceedingly careful not to let him 
slide down over his head. "Wet a 
towel in cold water and apply this 
to his head. 


What you are trying to do is to 


get the blood out of the head by 
opening the blood-vessels of the body 
by the effect of the hot water, and 
close tho vessels of the scalp and 
head by applying the cold. 


Tell your doctor about the ex- 
perience and get his advice about 
the baby's feeding.

No, this is not Tom Brown at Ox- 


ford, but a cititen of Brooklyn, who, 
way back In I860! took bis club—the 
Excelsiors—up New York state to 
play baseball, the first real baseball 
tour. His name is J. B. Liggett, and 
his name deserves to go by the side 
of Wright and his victorious Red 
Stockings 
of 
Cincinnati. For the 


streak of luck that followed Leggett 
was much like the streak that fol- 
lowed Wright, and the number of 
continuous victories much alike. And 
similarly, they both suddenly met a 


turn in the tide of things and faced 
defeat. 


Leggett was captain 
of the Ex- 


celsiors and he took bis team to 
Albany, where the tour began, June 
30. 1860. Their exceptional streak of 
victories caused the whole state to 
show 
unbounded interest 
in the 


game and it is recorded that Leggett 
was besieged with invitations to 
visit 
every 
point in the 
Empire 


state, so that those who had never 
seen the game 
might be initiated. 


Of course this was out of the ques- 
tion. 
But Leggett found 
himself 


a baseball missionary; all around 


him, 
in localities that had never 


played, there sprang up ball teams 
that dreamt of the possibility of 
some day playing 
such good ball 


that they might face the Excelsiors 
of Brooklyn.
